ICHAEL pve Cervantes Saavewra, whole writings have given 
celebrity to Spain, amufed all Entope, and improved the age in 
Which he lived—himielf dragged on a miferable exiftence—-and died 
fcarcely regretted. _ . 

_ Itis but very lately that the place of his birth has been a(fcertained. 
Madrid, Seville, Luchen, and Alcala, have feverally laid claim to him. 
Cervantes, (as well as Homer, Camoens, and other illuftrious men) has, 
fince his death, been held in the higheft eftimation, though he lived a}- 


‘ moft in wantiof common neceflaries. 


The Spanifh Academy, under the patronage of the King, has at 
length thought proper to pays to the memory of Cervantes, thofe honors 
which were fojuftly his due. An edition of ‘ Don Quixete,’ of unpar- 


“aileled typographical fplendour, has been newly publifhed. The edi- 


tors, having their national honor at heart, feem, by the extraordinary cate’ 
and expenfe beftowed upon the work, defirous to atone for the ftupid, 


and ‘almoft criminal negleé& of the author. 


Materials for Cervantes’s life have beea very feduloufly colleéted, and 
wrought up by a diftingufhed member of the academy : From which if 
appears he was of a gentleman’s family ; -being fon of Roderick de Cer- 
tanges and se Na de Cortinas. H¢ was born at Alcala de Henares, 
2 town in, New-Cafile, the gtht day of O€tober, 1547, inthe reign of 
Charles V. . 

From his earlieft infancy he was fond of books. He ftudied at Madrid 
whder a very eminent profeffor ; and foon diftinguiffied himfelf from the 


‘teft 6f his {chool-fellows by his fuperior genius. 


‘A’proficiency in the Latin language, and an infight into theology, made 
gp the learning of thofe days. His parents intended him either for phy# 
of the church ; thofc two being the only lucrative profeflions then’

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followed in Spain: But, Cervantes ‘had this in common with many ¢ele- 
brated pocts ; he made verfes in {pite of his parents, 

An elegy on the death of Queen Iabella of Valois ; feveral Sonnets, 
and a Poem entitled Filena, were his-firft produtions, The indifferent 
reception thefe met with, feemed to our yeung author fuch flagrant in- 
juftice, that he therupon took the refolution of quitting his native coun- 
try, and went to fettle at Rome. There penury conftrained him to enter 
into the fervice of Cardinal Aquaviva, in the humble capacity of valet de 
chambre. sie 
 Difguited very feon with an employ fp little fuited to the ardor of his 
difpofition, he quitted it to inlift for a foldier ; and diftinguifhed himfelf 
for his bravery at the famed battle ef Lepanto, won by Don Juan of 
Auftria. It was there he received a mufket-fhot in his left hand, which 
deprived him for ever of the ufe of it. The only recompenfe he got for 
his maimed limb, and the difplay of extraordinary perfonal valour, w 
the being fent, along with his wounded companions, to the hofpital at 
Meffina. 

Little as he had reaped by his firft campaign, the trade of a foldier, 
with all its ills, feemed to Cervantes preferable to that of a negleéted po- 
et. As foon as he was cured of his wounds, he enlifted anew, and ferved 
three years in garrifon at Naples. _ : 

As he was returning, after that, to his own country, aboard a veflel be- 
Jonging to his fovereign Philip I]. he was captured by Mami, the moft 
formidable pirate of thofe times, and was carried to Algiers. 

‘hough fortune feemed to perfecute Cervantes with her utmoft mal- 
ice, fhe could not break his enterprifing fpirit. Become a flave; and 
that toa cruel mafter ; almoft gertain of being put to the torture ; and not 
improbably, to death, if he made any attempt to gain his liberty ; he had 
the hardinefs to concert, with fourteen other captive Spaniards, upou 
the means of efcape. 

The plan agreed upon was this : One of them was to be redeemed at 
their general expenfe ; was to go ftraight to Spain, and procure a veifel, 
to return in as foon as poflible to Algiers ; and carry off under favour of 
night, his captive countrymen. 

To put fuch a {cheme in execution was no very eafy matter, In the 
firft place, they had to {crape tegether a fum of money fufficient to ranfom 
the adventurer; and then they had to effeft their efcape from their re- 
{petive mafters ; and to find out a convenient place for rendezvous, 
where they could remain concealed until the day of their liberated fel- 
lows return : Nor was it to be fur»ofed but he would have many difh- 
culties to encounter with on his part. 

In fhort, the obftacles were fo many and great, that it was next to an 


impoffibility to effet their purpofe. But, what will not the love of lib-’

One of the Spaniards, happening to fervein the capacity of a gardener, 
was of moft effential ufe; for, having to cultivate a very extenfive 
peice of ground which lay along the fea-faore, he undertook to dig, in a 
part of it little frequented, a cavern large enough to contain them all. 


As he could only work at it by ftealth, it took him up no lefs than twe 


years to complete it. 
In the mean time, what with the money colleéted by alms, and what they 


earned by dint of labour, they had amaffed a fum fufficient to ranfom one

Ing, as well on account of his intimate knowledge of the coaft of Barbary, 
as for the implicit confidence which they all repofed ia him, Al-

Although the redemption-money was ready, and the cavern completed, 
fix other months elapfed before all the captives found means to effeét 
their efcape. At length, however, they were aflembled: Viano was 
ranfémed, and parted; firft folemnly pledging himfelf to ufe all poffible 
difpatch in procuring a veffel, and to return and liberate his countrymen, 

As Cervantes had all along been the foul of the undertaking, his ardor 
in no wife abated now. He took upon himfelf the greateft trouble, and 
ran the greateft rifk. Every night, as foon as it was dark, he ventured 
ot to purchafe provifions; taking care always to be back before break 
of day. 

The gardener was the only one of the confederated flaves that had not 
eloped ; and for the very obvious reafon, that he could beft ferve the 
common intereft by remaining as he was. The appointment of any other 
to his place would, in all probability, have led to a difcovery of the cave. 
So long as he continued in place, he might be confidered as a centinel on 
duty in a watch-tower, from whence to give alarm to the little garrifon 
in cafe of any enemy’s approach ; ‘or, which was of equal importance, to 
apprife them of the coming of auxiliary troops. In other words, from 
the nature of his employ and his fituation, he was beft enabled to regu- 
late their movements ; and at the fame time he could keep a conitant look 
out for the anxioufly expeéted Majorcan. 

Viano kept his word. He had no fooner arrived at Majorca, than he 
waited on the Viceroy ; made him acguainted with his countrymen’s {it- 
uation ; and demanded (as it was a national concern) his afliftance. The 
Viceroy forthwith furnifhed him with a floop; and Viano joyfully fet 
fail for the coaft of Barbary, 

He arrived at Algiers on the 28th day of September, 1577 ; exaétly one 
month from the day he quitted it. He had taken fuch very accurate 
note of the quarter where the garden was ftuated, that he contrived, as 


had been concerted, to ftand in for it at the clofe of day. 


The gardener, who had fome time perceived the veilel making for land, 
flattered himfelf that it might poflibly be Viano’s, He kept his cyes fix- 
ed ftedfaftly upon it; his mind, the while, fufpended betwixt anxious 
hope and fearful difappointment. But when the vetlel drew in fo near 
that he could defcry the agreed-on fignal flying at the maft-head, how 
extravagant was his joy! He haftened to his fellows to communicate the 
felicitous tidings. 

Delicious moment! What a tranfitiqn from defpondency to joy! ‘The 
care-worn wretches have already forgot their fufferings. They congrat- 
ulate, they embrace cach other; they fhed even tears of joy ; and in wild 
tumult uous ecf{tafy hurry headlong out of their cavern. 

It is even fo; the gardener has not deceived them: It is: it can be 
no other than Viano’s bark. And, look! The very fignal. Nearer. and 
yeta little nearer, and they defery Viano himfelf fanding at the helm. 
With what emotion they beheld him! They uplift their hands, and with 
one general voice, hail him their ‘ Deliverer.’ 

Now the veffel’s keel is ploughing up the fhore, and the mariners are 
letting down a ladder to facilitate their embarkation ; when, ah! Sad 


_ chance! A party of Moors at the very inftant appear, and feeing fo many 


chriftians aflembled about a bark, give the alarm, fhouting, ‘To arms! 
to arms!’ Viano put to fea again ; and his miferable compatriots fled back 
with precipitation to thei; hiding place ; there to bewail their cruel dif- 
appointment.

If the public patronage of literature and tal- 
ents, if an affiduous attention to the fine arts, if the love of {plendor and 
the ambition of rendering her capital the centre of all that elegant, leifure 
has been accuftomed to admire, can give a title to immortality, ~the claims 
of the CzaRINA are itidifputable. But thefe are the bounds of her “ie ; 
tenfions. She indeed continually fends forth miffions of her young 
fubjeéts, to acquire knowledge in foreign realms; but fhe does not {e sok 
to annihilate that flavery and vaflalage, with the exiftence of which, 
knowledge and improvement are incompatible. She fecks toextend the 
commerce of her fubjeéts to diftant climates; but fhe takes no cifectual 
fteps to diffeminate that f{pirit of manufa€ture and induftry without which. 
commerce is an unfubftantial phantom. She is feized with the phrenzy 
of conqueft ; while her a€tual dominions, more extenfive than the em- 
_pire of ancient Rome, afforc {cope for the aftivity of the wiieft politician. 
She is ever employed i in warlike preparations or in attual war; though 
her i¢rritories without this preternatural exhaufture, are little better than 
an uninhabited defert, She furveys with fcientific accuracy the extrem- 
ities of her empire; while its centre and its heart are wholly neglefte::. 
The aétivity of her defigns is exhaufted in the intrigues of foreign ‘courts. 
France has formerly been accufed of invading the tranquillity of her 
neighbours, by the artofcorruption, But France, in all the wantonne{s 
of cuiliantion. and wealth, was never more indefatigable i in this refpeet 


than the Tartarian miftrefs of the favages of Mufcovy.

roads, therein defignated, fhall, during the continuance of fuch con- 
traét, be deemed and confidered as poft-roads, within the terms and pro- 
yifions of this att: Provided, That no fuch contraét fhall be made, to the 
diminution of the revenue of the general polt-office, and that a duplicate 
of every duch contra&, under hgéd and feal, fhall, within fixty days, after 
the execution thereof, be lodged in the office of the Comptroller of the 
Trealury of the United States. 

And be it further enacted, That there fhall be eftablifhed, at the {cat of 
the government of the United States, a general poft-otlice. And there 
fhall be one. Poft-mafier General, who fhall have authority to appoint an 
afiiftant, and deputy poftmafters, at all places where fuch fhall be found 
neceflary. And he fhall provide for carrying the mail of the United 
States, by flage carriages or horfes, as he may judge moft expedient ; and 
as.often as he, having regard to the produétivencls thereof, as well as 
other circumitances fhall think proper, and defray the expenfe thereof, 
with ail other expenfes arifing on the colleétion and management of the 
revenue of the poft-office, He fhall,alfo have power to preferibe fuch 
regulations to the deputy poftmatters, and others employed under him, 
as may be found neceflary, and to fuperintend the bufineis of the d=pari- 
ment, in all the duties that are, or may be afligned to it, andallo to dire 
the route or road, where there are more than one, between the places 
above eftablifhed, which route or road fhal} be confidered as the polt- 
road. 

And be it further enacted, That the Poftmafter-Generai fhall, once in 
three months, obtain from his deputies, the accounts and youchers of 
their receipts and expenditures, and the balances due thereon, and rend- 
ex.to the Secretary of the Treafury, a quarterly account of all the r¢ceipts 
and expenditures in the faid department,.to be adjyufted and fettled, as 
other mublic accounts, and fhall pay, quarterly, into the treafury of the 
United States, the balance in his hands, And the Poftmalter General, 
and his afliflant, and deputy poft-maiteys, and fuch as they may employ 
in,their offices, fhall, relfpettively, before they enter upon the duties, or 
be entitled to receive the emoluments of their off;ces, and the contraftors 
for carrying the mail, and their agents or fervants, to whom the mail 
fhall be entrufted, before they commence the execution of faid trult, 
fhall, refpeétively, take and fubf{cribe before fome juftice of the peace, the 
following oath or affirmation, and caufe a certificate thereof to\be filed 
in the office of the Poftmafter-General ; “‘I do fwear ‘or afirm as the 
cafe may bc) that I[ will Faithfully perform al! the duties required of me, 
and abftain from every thing forbidden by the law in relation to the 
e{tablifhment of pott-offices and poit-roads within the United Stites.” 

nd be it further enaéted, That rf any perfon ihall obftreét or rciard «) 
pafage of the mail, or of any horfe or carriage carrying the fame, he Mall, 
upon convittion for every fuch offence, pay a fine not exceeding one 
hundred dollars. Ans if any ferryman fall, by wilful negligence. or 
refufal to tranfport the mail acrofs any ferry, delay the fame, he thall for- 
icit, and pay, for each half hour that the fame fhall be fo delayed, a-fum 
not exceeding ten dollars, 

‘And be it further enaéted, That it fhall be the duty of the Poh mafter- 
General, to give public notice in one or more of the newfpapers publifh- 
ed at the feat of government of the United States, and in one or more of 
the newfpapers publifhed in the {tate or ftates where the contraét is to be 
performed, for, at leaft, fix wecks before the entering into any contraét 

for 
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for the conveyance of the mail that fuch contraét-is intended to be made, 
ond the day on which it fhall be concluded; defcribing the places, from 
and to which fuch mail is to beconveyed ; the time at which it is to be 
made up; the day and honr, at which it is to be delivered ; and the pen- 


alty or penalties, for non-performance of the ftipulations. He fhall,’ 


moreover, within thirty days after the making of any contraét, lodge the 
fame, together with the propofals which he fhall have received ref; eft- 
ing the fame, in the office of the Comptroller of the Treafury of the 
United States, 

And be it further enaéted, That every deputy poftmafter fhall keep an 
office in which one or more perfons fhall attend at fuch hours as the 
Poftmafter-General fhall direé, for the purpofe of performing the duties 
thereof, And all letters brought to any poft-office, half an hour before 
the time of making up the mail at fuch office, fhall be forwarded therein. 
‘And be it further enaéted, That from and after the pafling of this act, 
the Poftmalter-General fhall be allowed, for his fervices, at the rate of 
two thoufand doliars per annum, his affiftant, at the rate of one thoufand 
dollars per annum, to be paid, quarterly, out of the revenues of the pott- 
office, and no fees or perquifites fhall be received by either of them, on 
account of the duties to be performed in virtue of their appointments. 

And be it further enacted, That from and after the firt day of June 
next, the deputy poftmafter and perfons authorifed by the Poftmatter- 
General, fhall demand and reccive for the poftage and conveyance of 
tetters and packets, except fuch as are herein after excepted, according 
to the feveral rates and fums following: For the poftage of every fingle 
letter, to or from any place by land not exceeding thirty miles, fix cents } 
over thirty miles, and not exceeding fixty, eight cents; over Hi | miles, 
and not exceeding one hundred, tén cents; over one hundred miles, 
and not exceeding one hundred and fifty, twelve cents and a half; over 
ene hundred and fifty miles,’ and not exceeding two hundred, ‘fifteen 
cents; over two hundred miles, ‘and not exceeding two hundred and 
ifty, feventeen eents ; over two hundred and fifty miles,'and not ex- 
eceding three hundred and fifty, twenty cents; over three hundred and 
hfiy mules, and not exceeding four hundred and fifty, twenty-two cents 3 
aud to or from any place by land, more than four hundred and fifty 
miles, twenty-five cents; and every double letter fhall pay double the 
iaid rates; every triple letter, triple; every packet weighing one ounce 
avoirdupois, tg pay, at the rate of four fingle letters for each ounce, and 
ju that proportion, for any greater weight. bs ;

' Union of Poland and Lithuania, completed. 

The kingdom of Poland and the Duchy of Lithuania, though long unit- 
ed under one fovercign, have been hitherto fubje€& to feparate admini- 
ftrations, which weakened their mutual force, and increaied the expenf- 
es of government. 

A propofal for their more complete union, which has been in agita- 
tion almoft fince the zera of the late revolution, was unanimoufly adopt- 
ed by the Diet, on the toth of Jaft month, in the following 

Mutual Guarantee of two nations. : 

* Article I. The commiflion of war and that of the treafury of the 
two nations fhall be compofed of an equal number of Polifh and Lithua- 
nian fubjeéts ; and.as to the commiffton of the police, the number of 
commiflioners under it, in confequence of the free aflent of the grand 
duchy of Lithuania, fhall neverbe prejudicial to that duchy ; on the con- 
trary, ail the magiftracies, which the republic may ir future form for the 
two nations in common, fhall contain an equal number of perfons of the 
towns of Poland and of the grand duchy of Lithuania. 

4Il, The grand Duchy of Lithuania fhail have always the fame nim- 
ber of minifters and of national magiftrates, with the fame titles and 
funétions as the crown of Poland, _ 

III. The prefidency in the commiffions of war and of the treafury 
fhall be alternately held by Polifh and Lithuanian fubjeéls, and with an 
equal duration, | ) ; 

IV. .The treafury office for the public receipts of Lithuamia fhall be 
always in that Duchy. . 

V. All proceedings, which concern the commiffion of finances, as to 
Lithuania, fhall be within the jurifdi@ion of a particular tribunal, com- 
pofed of perfons, who are not in the commiflion of the treafury, and con- 
ftituted in that duchy, according to a feparate regulation.” 

To thefe articles of the mutual guarantee are added to the king’s accept- 
ance and declaration, that the whole fhall have the force of law, and

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Congrefs of the United States. 
HOUSE of REPRESENTATIVES. 
MONDAY, February 20. 

A meffage was received from the Prefident of the United States, by Mr. 
Lear, his Secretary, informing the Houfe that he had approved and fign- 
ed a bill which originated in the Houfe of Reprefentatives, for the regu- 
lation of the Poft Office and poft-roads within the United States. 

A meffage was received from the Senate, by Mr. Otis, their Secretary, 
to this purpofe, that the Prefident of the United States, had approved 
and figned on the 16th inft. the bill relative to certain fifherics of the 
United States, and for the regulation and government of the fifhermen 
employed therein. TUES- 
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TUESDAY, February 23. | 

A meffage was received from the Senate, by Mr. Otis, their Secretary, 
notifying that they have agreed to all the amendments made by this 
Honufe to the bill for the ele&ion of a Prefident and Vice-Prefident, &c, 
except the laf: Alfo that they have appointed a committce to join fuch 
committee as this Houfe may appoint, to confider and report what bufi- 
nefs is neceffary to be done during the prefent feffion, and alfo what bufi- 
nefs may without injury be poftponed to the next, fothat this feflion may 
clofe on the firft Tuefday of April. 

The Houfe then confidered the laft part of the above meflage, and 
having concurred therewitha committee of five was accordingly appoint- 
ed, to join the committee appointed by Senate. 

The Houfe then took into confideration the amendment difagreed tq 
by the Senate, which provides, that in cafe of vacancy in the office of the 
Prefident of the United States, the Secretary of State fhall fupply that 
vacancy ; and the queftion being taken, to recede fram the amendment, 
it was carried in the aflirmative, ayes g1, noes 24. . 

The Houfe then refolved itfelf into a committee of the whole on the 
the bill providing for the national defence, by eftablifhing an uniform 
militia throughout the United States, Mr. W. Smith in the chair. 

After confiderable debate the committee xofe, and the chairman report- 
ed progrefs, after which the Houfe Adjourned, 5

PHILADELPHIA, February 25.

The Truftees are, the Governor of the State, the Speaker of the Ioufe 
of Reprefentatives and the Prefident of the Univerfity (when cletted) ex 
facto, together with Caleb Blood, Bethuel Chittenden, Afa Burton,George 
Bune, Ira’ Allen, Charles Platt, Jonathan Arnold, Enoch Woodbridge, 
Sainuel Hitchcock, and Jonathan Hunt. ‘The number of Trufices is 
never to exceed feventeen, 6f whom ten muft be refident within the State, 
anda majority of that ten arc a quorum. 

This corporation is empowered to hold land to the amount of 70, 060 
acres ; all its Eftate both real and perfonal is forever free from taxation, 
and its officers, ftudents and fervants are exempted from all taxes and 
military duty.
